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Wilmington founded 282 years ago

WILMINGTON = 


Wilmington will turn 282 
years old this week. The 
town was founded Sept. 25, 
1730. 

That date was not chosen, 
rather, it was the date 
Great and General Court 
granted the town’s charter. 
Ironically, that took place 
on Boston’s 100th anniver- 
sary. That coincidence is of 
little consequence, but it 
did present a problem 
when the town celebrated 
its 250th anniversary in 
1980. With Boston celebrat- 
ing its 350th anniversary 
the. same day, very few 
parade units were available 
had Wilmington chosen to 
celebrate on the same day. 
Instead, the celebration 
was held during the week 
leading up to the Fourth of 
July. 

Prior to 1980, Wilmington 
had only a small celebration 
on the Fourth. The anniver- 
sary celebration initiated a 
tradition of a gala weeklong 
celebration that has contin- 
ued ever since. 

Formed from parts of 
Woburn and _ Reading, 
Wilmington was founded by 
people who regularly trav- 
eled long distances to attend 
church services. Seven years 
later, the town annexed an 
additional 600 acres on the 
east side of the Shawsheen 
River, from Billerica, also to 
alleviate travel times to 
church. Residents often 
found it difficult to reach 
Billerica during spring 


floods. 

The area that became 
Wilmington was first settled 
about 1665. It is not clear 
who was first, but the first 


three settlers were Will 
Butter, Richard Harnden 
and Abram Jaquith. Butter 
settled near the corner of 
Chestnut Street and Mill 
Road. His son’s house is still 
standing nearby, and is now 
owned by the town. William 
Butters was on Wilmington’s 
first board of selectmen. 
Richard Harnden settled in 
what was then part of 
Reading, on a site that is 
now 67 High St. in North 
Wilmington. The site origi- 
nally looked out over the 
Andover Road, which was 
the only road north out of 
Boston at the time.. Today, 
the site is equally close to 
Route 93. 

Abraham Jaquith settled 
near the present intersec- 


tion of Aldrich Road and 
Forest. Street, in what was 


then part of Billerica. 


The town was named for 
Spencer Compton, the Earl 
of Wilmington, who was 
close to King George II. 
Wilmington, Massachusetts 
is the oldest town of that 
name in the U.S: 

The town was given its 
name by Gov. Jonathan 
Belcher, who had been 
appointed by the king only 
six weeks earlier. 
Wilmington was the first 
town incorporated under 
Belcher, and he was eager 
to please the king. 

The lieutenant governor 
at the time was William 
Dummer, who had been 
acting governor for a few 
years. He had appointed his 
brother Samuel as sheriff 
of Middlesex County. 
Samuel Dummer lived near 
the present site of the 
Harnden Tavern, and he 
played a significant role in 


the establishment of the new 
town. 
Compton, the Earl of 


Wilmington, became Great 
Britain’s second prime min- 
ister, but only served less 
than two years before he 
died. He left no heirs, so the 
title died with him. It was 
later revived. 

A member of his own party 
in Parliament described him 
as, “A heavy, plodding fel- 
low, with great application, 
but not talents. His only 
pleasures are money and 
eating; his only knowledge 
forms and precedents.”

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“I thought we’d ‘be moving 
along at a more rapid rate 
than was. discussed this 
evening. 2015, that’s three 
years from now,” Miceli said, 
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adding he will do anything he 
can to expedite the project. 

“I would actually join with 
Representative Miceli in echo- 
ing the priority we place on 
this project,” added Tarr. “I 
hope that the message you 
leave here tonight with is that 
to this community, this proj- 
ect is critical and it needs to 
happen quickly.” 

Members of the Board of 
Selectmen expressed similar 
sentiments; with most select- 
men expressing unhappiness 
with the delayed deadline, 
especially with the safety con- 
cerns the intersection cur- 
rently presents. According to 
Atkins, 62,000 cars drive on 
Route 62 and 10,000 cars drive 
on Glen Road. Pedestrians 
cannot walk safely along the 
street. The memorial that sits 


for your old 
gold stash 
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on an island separating traffic 
on Glen Road cannot be safe- 
ly accessed by foot. Yet the 
project that has been in the 
works for years appears to be 
three years out. 

“If you are telling me there 
are problems of accident 
rates that are twice the state 
average, it just doesn’t com- 
pute,” said Michael 
Newhouse, board chairman. 

Atkins noted that if federal 
funds became available to his 
team immediately, the design 
process could likely move 
quickly. 

Despite the timetable con- 
troversy, everyone in atten- 
dance appeared to be in 
agreement that something 
needed to happen with the 
dangerous intersection. 
While Selectmen Michael 
McCoy and Michael 
Champoux agreed that they 
wished a roundabout had 
been the chosen design— 
rather than traffic lights 
which some residents felt the 
town was already too riddled 
with—the need for a change 
was evident. 

One _ resident’s personal 
experience with the intersec- 
tion summed up the need. 

“I stand before all of you to 
tell you every member of my 
household has been in a 
major accident at that inter- 
section,” said resident 
Catherine Maher, who added 
she has two titanium knees as 
a result of an accident in the 
_trouble spot. 

When the project is complet- 
ed, Atkins assured residents 
the timing of lights can be 
tweaked to ensure drivers are 
as safe as possible without 
being too inconvenienced.

WILMINGTON - Governor Romney and 


President Obama will be visiting Wilmington 
Memorial Library in the coming weeks. Well, 
not the candidates per say, but a close sem- 
blance of them. The library is sponsoring a 
month long “Road To The White House” series 
of election related events addressing politics 
and government. A continuing aspect of this 
program is the Penny Vote, where library vot- 
ers can donate pennies to the Friends of the 
Wilmington Library. This is more than a sim- 
ple donation, however, as there will be two col- 
lection jars. One will be labeled OBAMA, and 
will be placed next to the life size cutout of the 
incumbent. The other will be labeled ROM- 
NEY, and be placed aside the six foot two 
cutout of the Massachusetts former governor. 
Library voters can show their support of their 
candidate by placing their pennies in the cor- 
responding jar. 

Another program in the Road To The White 
House series is a talk with Jim McNally, a for- 
mer Wilmington resident and secret service 
agent for President George H.W. Bush. The 
audience will be able to hear McNally’s story 
and get the inside scoop on what life is like 
protecting the President of the United States of 
America. 

The often confusing electoral college system 
will be discussed with Michelle Tassinelli, 
another Wilmington resident who happens to 
also be director of the Massachusetts 
Elections Division, in a talk titled “The 
Electoral College—Where’s The Love?” The 
History, importance and potential changes to 


this extremely important and misunderstood 
component of government will be discussed, 
and attendees are promised to have a better 
appreciation of this particular assembly.” 

For those of us who like to interact with our 
history face to face, the library is offering two 
unique opportunities to do just that. Former 
Presidents John Adams and John F. Kennedy 
will be making an appearance at the library 
during the month of October, and neither will 
be a Halloween event. On October 4, Mike 
Lowe, an Historian and expert on John F. 
Kennedy, will deliver Kennedy speeches ver- 
batim and present a historic slideshow, as well 
as answering questions posed by audience 
members. 

On October 17, the noted historical portrayer 
George Baker will present a living history 
exhibit of John Adams. This presentation, 
which is funded by Harvard Pilgrim Health 
Care, will give audience members the opportu- 
nity to hear about and ask questions to one of 
our founding fathers, as well as to hear his life 
story in a humorous and engaging way. This 
event will coincide with George Baker’s visit to 
Wilmington High School earlier in the day, an 
event organized by History Department Head 
Brian Carr. 

These programs, the brainchildren. of 
Library Director Christina Stewart and 
Charlotte Wood, who aim to inform and excite 
the community about government as we get 
closer to the Presidential election in 
November. Wilmington residents are encour- 
aged to participate in The Road To The White 
House and get a taste of government and his- 
tory right here at the Library.

: The important role our 
sschool nurses play is not 
‘only to care for the health 
jand safety of our children, 
‘but to educate them, and 
jand their parents as well. 
They teach hygiene, recog- 
‘nize and inform parents 
‘when a child needs medical 
idttention. Their daily duties 
inot. only require them to 
ain medical certifica- 
itions, but they must have 
‘teaching licenses as _ well. 
‘They keep abreast of public 
issues and teach parents 
to avoid these issues. 
rhe School nurses today 
teach parents when a child 
should or should not be in 
school, when to take a child 
to ‘the doctor or how to take 
care of an injury. Students 
are taught in the nurses 
offices every day; from 
basic first aid, hygiene or 
how to properly use an 
inhaler. Many of today's stu- 
‘dents are able to stay in 
school because of school 

‘nurses. 
| A-few years ago my son 
han = difficulty _—_ starting 
‘Middle School. I believe he 
‘had a real stomach ache 
‘from all the changes and 
stress of starting a new 
school. The school counselor 
‘told him basically the same 


things that I said to him at 
home. So when I saw that it 
wasn't working for him that 
day, I brought him right over 
to the school nurse. She pret- 
ty much said some of the 
same things except - she 
took it one step further - by 
giving him a concrete plan 
that helped empower him to 
regain control of his situa- 
tion. With this knowledge in 
hand, he went back to school 
the very next day, and never 
had a problem since. 

I will never forget this 
experience and the kindness 
she showed him. I am thank- 
ful for the lesson that the 
School Nurse taught my son, 
which he has learned to uti- 
lize to this day, while dealing 
with the changes in his life.

ecided to get on the stick and write about some of 

the bird activity over the summer. You can follow 

up reading this by coming to the Wilmington 

Memorial Library on Thursday, Sept 27, at 7 PM 
where I'll be the speaker for the evening, talking about birds 
and blooms. 

All of the regular spring 
migrants arrived as usual this 
year. Due to the mild winter, a 
few of the earliest arrivals, 
like the red-winged black- 
birds and bronzed grackles, 
were in Wilmington before the 
end of February. The next to 
arrive in droves were the 
robins. It seemed as though 
every home that had a grassy 
area had at least two robins, 
with many having 3, 4 and 
more. 

Robins typically have two or 
more nestings per year. A 
robin does not use the same 
nest twice. Instead, they build a new one for each nesting, 
taking only a day to build their nest. One might think we 
would be overrun with robins but only about 40% of baby 
birds survive from the egg until fledging (leaving the nest). 

Some other facts you may not know about birds. Eagles, 
from the time the eggs are laid and the eaglet leaves the 
nest, it is about 18 weeks. 

Young wood ducks have been known to jump from their 
cavity nest, which can be over 100 ft high, and land on the 
ground without injury. 

Crows will sometimes stay with their parents for more 
than five years. They'll even help their parents raise the 
next generation. 

One of the biggest myths about young birds incorrectly 
states a parent will reject an offspring if touched by a 
human after falling out of it's nest. This is not true, so don't 
hesitate to put a young bird back into it's nest if you can. 

I was told a story by a family from Hathaway Acres that 
had a mockingbird build a nest in a bush close to their back 
door. If you know anything about mockingbirds, you know 
they are very aggressive. After being attacked many times, 
the couple went out, wife with a broom to beat off the mock- 
ingbirds while the husband took the nest with the baby's in 
it out of the bush and across the yard to another bush, found 
the right place, placed the nest and baby's in their new loca- 
tion. The couple beat a hasty retreat and the mockingbirds 
went back to rearing their young like nothing had happened.

WASHINGTON - Fall is 
always a great time to visit 
Washington DC.

“The Smithsonian” is actual- 
ly an institution of 19 muse- 
ums and galleries. For a 
sampler weekend, pick one 
or two.

acknowledged a great job by the Department of 
Transportation. 

Miceli is pleased that the project was completed ahead of 
schedule and under budget. 

Construction on the $170,000 state-funded bridge began in 
June, and was scheduled to reopen by November ist. The 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation hired contrac- 
tor Kodiak Construction. According to MassDOT the com- 
munities jointly paid approximately $10,000 of the cost. 

Next, Senator Barry Finegold recognized Tewksbury 
Seléctman Scott Wilson as a great advocate for the commu- 
nity, and thanked MassDOT Administrator Frank DePalo, 
along with the construction crew who worked so hard on the 
project. 

“Commuters will be happy - this will alleviate traffic dur- 
ing rush hour,” Senator Finegold said. “This will ease con- 
gestion along route 38.” The Senator also commended town 
mahagers, engineers, and the Department of Public Works 
for ‘their collaboration with the state to have this opened 
ahead of schedule. 

Senator Finegold gave Representative Miceli credit for 
leading the charge to complete the project. Earlier this 
year, Miceli confronted transportation officials, which 
resulted in Transportation Secretary Rich Davey’s subse- 
quent visit and support of rebuilding the bridge. 

“State Government should be about keeping residents safe 
while collaborating to come up with a common sense solu- 
tion to our problems. That’s what happened today on 
Whipple Road,” Senator Finegold said. 

Representative Marc Lombardo, of Billerica, said this is a 
great display of local and state government coming together

results for all their hard-earned tax dollars. “It certainly 
didn’t hurt that we were bringing state dollars to get this 
done, which helped save the town tens of thousands of dol- 
lars, so we’re very pleased about that.”

“Now it takes just two seconds to 
get to Walgreens, which I had to stop using while the bridge 
was closed,” said Nicole Veno. The busy mother of two found 
herself waiting in rush hour traffic on Main Street to use 
CVS instead. Veno also found her weekly delivery from 
Peapod, a grocery delivery service, was affected when 
Whipple Road was not in use. “They kept calling to com- 
plain the bridge was closed. I had to meet the delivery truck 
and have them follow me through the back roads to my 
home,” she said. Out-of-town relatives who learned of the 
bridge’s reopening via Facebook have already called Veno to 
express their excitement. “The GPS always took them right 
to the closed bridge. Everything is going to be so much eas- 
ier now!”

Proceeds from the event go 
back to the Chamber of 
Commerce which in turn 
give out numerous scholar- 
ships to high school students 
who will be graduating in 
June, while other money 
‘raised also will-go into the 
Kelli Murray Memorial 
Scholarship Fund.

The half marathon race 
kicked off on Shady Lane 
Drive and featured 204 par- 
ticipants, 37 more than last 
year.

Titans” where a high school 
fodtball team comes out on 
the -field and lines up in 
shotgun formation. Titans 
assistant coach Bill Yoast, 
played by Will Patton, mut- 
ters, “Shotgun? Who do 
they ‘think they are, the 
New York Jets?” 
* That was sort of what it 
was, like watching 
Shawsheen Tech- and 
Cambridge square off on 
Saturday afternoon at 
Cassidy Field, as the teams 
both ran their offenses out 
of the shotgun formation 
for virtually the entire 
game, and actually proved 
to be much more effective 
than the current version of 
the New York Jets. 

The teams put on an aeri- 

al display unlike anything 
you will likely ever see in a 
high ‘school football game, 
with the teams combining 
for over 1,000 yards in total 
offense and over 100 com- 
bined points, with 
Shawsheen finally coming 
out on top in a 55-48 thriller 
that, featured 11 combined 
touchdown passes and over 
700 yards passing by the 
two quarterbacks. 
: Shawsheen senior quarter- 
back Mike O'Hearn of 
Wilmington threw for 363 
and six touchdowns, five of 
them:to senior wide receiv- 
ery >Devonn Pratt, who 
scored 37 points on the day, 
including seven extra 
points. 

Cambridge quarterback 
Dave: Maaghul’ meanwhile, 
threw for 354 yards and five 
touchdowns on the day. 

“I ‘have never seen eleven 
touchdown passes in a high 
school game,” Shawsheen 


coach Al Costabile said. 
“There were a couple of 
good QBs playing today.” 
There was some great 
offense all the way around, 
with the running backs also 
providing some fireworks. 
Shawsheen’s Paul 
DePlacido ran for 153 yards 
and a pair of touchdowns, 
while Cambridge’s 
Shaquille Anderson ran for 
188 yards and two scores. 
Overall the teams com- 
bined for 11 scoring drives 
of three plays or less, and 
three scoring drives of just

outgained Shawsheen in 
total yards 528-516. 

"That was just a great.

The game seemed to set- 
tled down for a few series at 
that point, but a wild fourth 
quarter was still to come 
with the teams combining 
for 35 points. 

Shawsheen got that fourth 
quarter started with a two 
yard touchdown run _ by 
DePlacido on the first play 
of the quarter, giving the 
Rams a 49-26 advantage, 
but once again Cambridge 
came right back, this time 
getting the job done on the 
ground. 

On the first play of the 
ensuing possession after 
Shawsheen's touchdown,

If you’re glass half filled

try and as some folded others 
sprung up). These were teams 
comprised of mostly black, 
though some Latino, players. 
In 1885, the Cuban Giants 
(originally known as_ the 
Babylon Black Panthers - the 
name was changed to attract 
white fans as Cuba and the US 
were on good terms at that 
time) formed the first black 
professional baseball team. 
The first league started in 1887 
(the National Colored Base 
Ball League), but folded two 
weeks later due to low atten- 
dance.

League, and the American 
Negro League. 

By 1932, the Negro National 
League ended and_ things 
looked bleak for black players. 
Fortunately, Gus Greenlee, a 
reputed gangster, came along 
and purchased the Pittsburgh 
Crawfords that same year. 
That team featured two of the 
best baseball players ever: 
pitcher Satchel Paige and 
catcher Josh Gibson. Sadly, 
even with those two great play- 
ers, by the early 1950s Negro 
leagues had all but faded away. 

Of course by then, Robinson 
had debuted with the Dodgers 
and Major League Baseball 
was integrated (or in the 
process of _ integration). 
Unfortunately, not every player 
got the chance to join a major 
league ball club. 

Many great Negro League 
stars never got the chance to 
play against their white coun- 
terparts. Players such as 
“Cool” Papa Bell, Oscar 
Charleston, Martin Dihigo, 
Gibson, Judy Johnson, Buck 
Leonard, and John Henry 
Lloyd never made it to the “big 
leagues.” But what if they 
had? 

A new book entitled “The 
Best Season - The First Ninety 
Games” written by Stoneham 
native and 1959 graduate of 
Stoneham High School, Bob 
May, asks the question: “How 
would 21 of the best players 
from the black ball era like to 
be honored?”

tics, especially those created 
by Bill James, against nearly 
400 of the best white players 
from the 1880s to 1992 (200 hall- 
of-fame players, 100 potential 
hall-of-fame players and 100 
great season players, i.e. play- 
ers who had one fantastic sea- 
son like Mark Fidrych). 

He said he came up with the 
idea a couple years ago while 
playing a baseball board game, 
Pursue the Pennant, which 
allowed him to compare the top 
players from the Negro leagues 
against the best from the 
major leagues. After finishing 
the tournament; 3-game series’ 
by decade, he found that the 
black ball stars dominated. 


. However, he had no plans on 


writing about it. 

About 10 years ago, May 
took a trip to Kansas City to 
visit the Negro League 
Baseball Museum where he 
met Dr. Ray Doswell, the act- 
ing executive director. After 
finishing the board game tour- 
nament, he decided to call the 
Negro League Baseball 
Museum and see if Dr. Doswell 
still worked there to find out if 
he could put the results of the 
board game into a book to 
honor the black ball stars.

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Later, Dr. Doswell sent May 
the’ e-mail for Dr. Leslie 
Heaphy, the detail editor for 
Black Ball: A Negro Leagues 
Journal.

all the background and data on 
the board game. May owned 
the company that produced the

GRADE: ** 

Whatever the outcome is 
of November’s presidential 
election, if the picture the 
new film ‘Dredd’ paints of 
the future is correct, who 
wins won’t matter. The 
country is a barren, danger- 
ous place - a good setting 
for a decent sci-fi action 
thriller. 

_ The future America is an 
irradiated waste land. On its 
East Coast, running from 
Boston to Washington DC, 
lies Mega City One - a vast, 
violent metropolis where 
criminals rule the chaotic 
streets. The only force of 
order lies with the urban 
cops called "Judges" who 
possess the combined pow- 
ers of judge, 
instant executioner. 

Known and feared 
throughout the city, Dredd 
(Karl Urban) is the ultimate 
Judge, challenged with rid- 
ding the city of its latest 
scourge - a dangerous drug 
epidemic that has users of 
"Slo-Mo" experiencing reali- 
ty at a fraction of its normal 
speed. 

Based on the British 
comic-book character, 
Judge Dredd is a tough man 
in a bleak future - policing 
800 million souls jammed 
into a crime-saturated 
urban jungle. 

Dredd is played with 
grim conviction by Urban 
(The Bourne Supremacy), 
but you never actually real- 
ize its him. Since he wears a 
helmet with tinted visor in 
every scene, you never see 
his face. 

In this ultraviolent outing 
- a considerable upgrade 
over Sylvester Stallone's 
Judge Dredd in 1995 - Urban 
is teamed with a probation- 
ary rookie (Olivia Thirlby)

She gets a baptism by 
firepower when Dredd takes 
her into a skyscraper slum 
ruled over by the evil Ma- 
Ma (Game of Thrones' Lena 
Headey). With her ugly 
scar and nasty 
demeanor, Ma-Ma is like the 
world's scariest alley cat. 

The movie consists of one 
long battle as Dredd tries to 
shut down the manufacture 
of Ma-Ma's addictive new 
drug, Slo-Mo. 

There isn't much plot or 
scenery. But for fans of sci- 
fi action films, Dredd 3D is 
an instant classic. 


“THE POSSESSION” 
GRADE: ** 


Based on a true story, 
The Possession is the 
account of how one family 
must unite in order to sur- 
vive the wrath of an 
unspeakable evil. 

Clyde (Jeffrey Dean 
Morgan) and _ Stephanie 
Brenek (Kyra Sedgwick) 
see little cause for alarm 
when their youngest daugh- 
ter Em becomes oddly 
obsessed with an antique 
wooden box she purchased 
at a yard sale. But as Em's 
behavior becomes increas- 
ingly erratic, the couple 
fears the presence of a 
malevolent force in their 
midst, only to discover that 
the box was built to contain 
a dybbuk, a dislocated spir- 
it that inhabits and_ ulti- 
mately devours its human 
host. 

The Possession is slightly 
more interesting than other 
entries in this. genre 
because it centers around 
an unusual and creepy bit of 
Jewish folklore. A dybbuk 
box is said to trap a dislo- 
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cated spirit. The box fea- 
tured here naturally gets 
opened, resulting in all hell 
breaking loose. 

Morgan plays Clyde 
Brenek, a divorced basket- 
ball. coach trying to amica- 
bly handle custody issues 
with ex-wife Stephanie 
(Sedgewick) for the sake of 
their two daughters. During 
one of the weekends Clyde 
has the girls, they stop at a 
yard sale. Youngest daugh- 
ter Em (Calis) is drawn to 
an ornate wooden box she 
finds there. 

Clyde buys it for her, and. 
soon afterward, the girl 
starts exhibiting some trou- 
bling behavior, including 
outbursts, of violence. 
Although Em hides it from 
everyone, she also feels that 
there is something inside of 
her; the way her eyeballs 
keep rolling in different 
directions is just one clue. 

After figuring out that his 
little girl is being taken over 
by an evil entity, Clyde 
turns to a Jewish scholar 
named Tzadok (played by 
rapper Matisyahu) to help 
him stage an exorcism. 

Calis is very good as the 
possessed young girl. She 
brings real emotion to the 
character, who is terrified 
by what's happening to her 
own body. The actress is 
also stunningly convincing 
in scenes that require her to 
morph into something evil. 

A lot of the scares are 
predictable. You can sense 
when something is going to 
happen, so there's not a lot 
of mounting suspense. 

A few moments even bor- 
der on being unintentionally 
funny, such as when a group 
of serious-looking Jewish 
elders ask Clyde where he 
got the cursed box, and he 
tells them he picked it up at 
a yard sale. 

Not as good as it could 
have been, The Possession 
is an average film. 
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“BACHELORETTE” 
GRADE: ** 


‘Bachelorette’ will draw 
obvious comparisons to 
‘Bridesmaids’, as a comedy 
for women that is rauchier 
than most, but the former 
really isn’t in the same 
league as the latter when it 
comes to laughs. 

The plot of ‘Bachelorette’ 
plays out like this: on the 
night before an old friend's 
wedding, three frisky 
bridesmaids go searching 
for a little fun but find much 
more than they bargained 
for. 

With lovely Becky (Rebel 
Wilson) set to marry her 
handsome sweetheart, Dale 
(Hayes: MacArthur), the 
remaining members of her 
high school clique reunite 
for one last bachelorette 
bacchanal in the Big Apple. 

Regan (Kirsten Dunst) is 
an overachieving, ueber- 
Maid of Honor who's secret- 
ly smarting over the fact 
that she's not the first to 
marry, while Gena (Lizzy 
Caplan) is a whip-smart 
sarcastic who's actually a 
closet romantic, and Katie 
(Isla Fisher) is a ditzy 
beauty who loves the good 
life. But when Becky insists 
on keeping the bachelorette 
party tame, the women pro- 
ceed with an after-hours 
celebration of their own. 

Truth be told, 
“Bachelorette” isn’t just a 
knockoff of “Bridesmaids” - 
it actually has more in com- 
mon with  cult-favorite 
comedies like “Heathers” 
and “Mean Girls,” plus“The 
Hangover,” thanks to 
writer/director Leslye 
Headland writing style. The 
result is an unexpected and 
bitterly funny take on the 
misery of the modern 
woman. 

It also features raunchy 
and foul-mouthed behavior 


usually reserved for a film 


like “The Hangover,” but 
rarely played out by women 
on-screen. 

The result is a decidedly 
adult Girls Night Out at the 
movies, one that many. will 
find funny and true.

sion about how great the players were who 
played in the Negro leagues. He said there was 
“no doubt what the Negro leaguers could have 
done in Major League Baseball.” 

As proof, he pointed out that. when baseball 


_ became integrated the National League domi- 


nated the all-star games. Coincidentally, it also 
had the most black players. 

Though the book doesn’t look at any active 
payers or players who were active as of 1992, it 
may be a blessing, as the period from the late 
1980s to the mid-2000s is known as the “steroid 
era.” 

Before writing the book, May said he had 
some knowledge of players who played in the 
Negro leagues. After finishing it, he had a new 
appreciation for how good those players actual- 
ly were and how they compared to major league 
players. 

May said he’s had a passion for baseball his 
whole life and believes that “sophisticated base- 
ball board game simulations are an éxcellent 
way to measure performance across eras with- 
out losing the play-by-play experience of being 
at the park and making each managerial deci- 
sion.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Home prices kept rising in 
July across the United States, 
buoyed by greater sales and 
fewer foreclosures. 

National home prices 
increased 1.2 percent in July, 
compared to the same month 
last year, according to the 
Standard & Poor's/Case 
Shiller index released 
Tuesday. That's the second 
straight year-over-year gain 
after two years without one. 

The report also says prices 
rose in July from June in all 
20 cities tracked by the index. 
That's the third straight 
month in which prices rose in 
every city. 

Steady price increases and 


record-low mortgage rates are 


helping drive a housing recov- 
ery. 

In the 12 months ending in 
July, prices have risen in 16 of 
20 cities. In Phoenix, one of 
the cities hardest hit by the 
housing bust, prices are up 
16.6 percent in that stretch. 
Prices in Minneapolis and 
Detroit have risen more than 6 
percent. 

"We are more optimistic 
about housing," David Blitzer, 
chairman of the S&P's index 
committee. "Stronger housing 
numbers are a positive factor 
for other measures, including 
consumer confidence." 

Prices fell from a year ear- 
lier in Atlanta, Chicago, New 
York and Las Vegas. 

The S&P/Case-Shiller 
index covers roughly half of 
U.S. homes. It measures 
prices compared with those in 
January 2000 and creates a 
three-month moving average. 
The July figures are the latest 
available. 

Home prices are still 30 
percent below their peak in 
June 2006, according to Case- 
Shiller. That was the height of 
the housing boom. 

Other measures of home 
prices are also showing steady 
gains. CoreLogic, a private 
real estate data provider, said 
earlier this month that prices 
rose in July from a year earli- 
er by the most in six years. 
And a federal government 
housing agency has also 
reported annual increases. 

Rising home prices are one 
of many signs that the housing 
market is slowly recovering.
